battle of life. 
In a N e w 'Jers ey high 
school an eighteen-year bid ®irl drank 
laudanum in an a tt e n /pt to commit 
suicide. 
She had beOfc doing extra 
work in an effort to g r i d ua t e this year 
so that « he might enUer college next 
year. 
W hen she g o t / he r report and
